This edition contains the additional thirty-page outline sketch or history of 
the Oregon Territory and its Missions; then come the twenty-eight long letters 
from Father de Smet, and four letters from Fathers Point, Joset, Bolduc, and 
Accolti, concerning various travels in Oregon and the adjoining districts, the 
manners.and customs of the.various Indian tribes, and the progress of the Missions 
there; and at the end the ‘‘ Lord’s Prayer’’ in the Indian languages of the Flat- 
heads, Flat-bow, Assiniboin, Cree, Black-foot, and Potawotomie Indians; list of 
Rocky Mountain Plants, various Vocabularies, and an account of the origin of the 
Americans.
